F, LFF BERIIY (25 years old) is nawhere 
mentioned in the indictmem, U is neither al- 
leged chac he agreed with anyone to do any- 
thing nor that he eommitted any overt acts. 
He has been a resident of New York for 
approximately 15 years and has been living 
with hls wlfe at 169 Jamaica Avenue, Brook- 
lyn, N,Y. for the past six months. His wife 
gave birth to his first child onMarch25, 1969, 
He has nsver been arrested or convicted of 
aiy crime, He enteréd the United States 
Arrtiy on July 20, 1964, and received an hon- 
orable discharge therefrom on April 20, 1966, 
after serving 7-1/2 mouths in Vietnam. He is 
70% per ma lently disabled, due to service - 
connected epilepsy, and recelves a Veterans" 
Disabüity Pension of approximately $400 a 
month, He is unable to maintain a job be- 
cajse of his gener al ly poor health and the 
frequency and severity of his eplleptic attacks, 
as is stareJ in his V. A. pension. Sincehis dis¬ 
charge frojn the Armed Services, he has done 
photographic work and, since the Fall of 1968, 
has been an actor in the Üppressed People's 
Theater of the Black Panther Party* 

Mr. Berry suffered severai severe epiiepUc 
seizures in the last weeks of March, 1969, 
and was admltted to the Veterans Administra- 
tion Hospita! at 24 Street and First Avenue, 
New York, N,Y*, while suffer ing a seizure, He 
awoke the nex: morning covered withblood. He 
contimied receiving intensive treatmeir and 
medication in the hospital, although he suf¬ 
fered more mild seizures rhereafrcr* 

The announcement of the indlctment an;J the 
aforesaid arrests was made by District At- 
torney Krank S. Hogan in an unprecedenred 
press conference at 11:00 AM • on April

of WC BS - TV, WNBC-TV, WNEW - TV, 
WABC-TV, WOR-TV and WPIX- TV. 

Wh en pet i tieners’ attorneys learned of their 
arrests, they auempted to see their ellents 
who we re then being held at Mr. Hogan’s 
office, They ware refused permission to do 
so (Counsel requested only rwo minutes with 
their clients,), in violaidon 5?

When the 12 arrested petitioners ware 
subsequently ar ra igned later that da/ in Part 
XXX (AM said pet i tieners pi end ei ivx giKlty, 
as did petitioners Epps and Berry at their 
subseqnent arraïgnments*), Suprème Court o f 
the State of New York, Coimty of New York, 
a simibr* request by said counsel was refused 
by Ju stice Charles Marks who presicied cherea . 



Petitloners a^e beïng deprived of their righr 
to interview witnesses for their defense; they 
havo been deprived of the right to see counsel 
togetner and to have contact with each ether, 
They have not been gi ven ,acoessto news papers 
to interview wdtnesses for their defense; they 
have been deprived of the right to see counsel 
together and to have contact with each other. 
They have not been givenaccess to newspapers 
to discuss with counsel the truth or faisity of 
a legations made continualty therein, 

Visitors to all the prisoners have been 
harassed incermittently and racial. slurs have 
been leveied ar wid.te wives of black prison¬ 
ers, nam-r.y Mrs. Powell and Mrs* Collier. 

The following dry, the News, in a leading 
ariicle, relared the fire-bombing of a Negro 
church in Jamaica, Queens, The story indi- 
cated th.r 'Tolice speculated that the incident 
was the work of black militants at odds with 
the nonviolent views of the church"s pastor, 
the Rev. Donald Ming, desertbed as a mod¬ 
erat e, tp Ming was quoted a^ staring that the 
bombtng "might have been the work of the 
Black Panrhers, posslbly ... V* The name 
^Panthers” appeared throughout the articlein 
a rnanner deliber^e’y calculated to create the 
im press ion that they were, insomemysterious 
fashion, responsible for the incident at the 
church. To add to the hardly subliminal at- 
rack, the paper carrïed a cartoon on its edi- 
torial page showing a caricarur* of Premiere 
Fidel Gastro with a black panther draped over 
büs shoulders and bearing rhe legend, TRUE 
LOVE. 

Following the dismissal of the aforesaid 
writs of habeas corpus, addltional pcMtions 
were again filed with the Suprème Court, 
These writs wcr j brougUt on for a hearing 
before Justice John M. Murtagh in Part 
XXX VU, who has been soecially selecte .1 by the 
E^jple to try this case, The District At- 
torney of New York County ban, for many 
years, ex ere Is ed full control of the scheduling 
of criminal cases, even to the extern of se- 
leccing particuiar justices for the trial of 
certain ones, ït is well known that Justice 
Muri igh is one of the present incumbe.it 
justices especially favored by the District 
A'■torney, 

On May 22, 1969, cighr Black Pattthers were 
taken into custody ïn New Haven, Connecti- 
cut and charge.! wirh the brutal torturs- mul¬ 
der of one Al ex Rachley, in releasing the news 
of the sali ar esis, Police Chief James F* 
Ahern said "There was a 'direct link'betwesn 
the killing and the recent arrests in New York 
of 21 Black Pamhers who were charged with 
conspiring to bomb -everal 'arge department 
stores**' This was widely reported in metro- 
poittan newspapers, as can be seou Trom T^x- 
hibU "N" attached hereto. 

Lt is obvious from the above that it is u^- 
terly impoo Tble for petkloners to have a fa ; r 
trial in this State, Their most fundamemal 
riglns hav been tramp!:J i>jn by both the 
prosecuro-, the judiciary and the press, and

nol exdusively) anticommunist E-cague for IndustrlaJ De- 
mocracy (LID), The biudem League (SUD) was au associalc 
member of lhe ClA-finaneed International Union of Socialist 
Youth, (SLI.D was nol considered sufficicnlly sociahst for full 
membership.) SLID itstlf reccivcd funds to muinuiLn its 
idlenutional conlacts from the Agency's prime conduit on 
the student front, lhe Foundation for Youth and Student 
Alfairs- Hcre Farmer picked up ihc orientailon and lhe 
coniacts which i-padc n inevilable ihal the CIA would cross 
his pa|h again.

"Makolm made a considerablc impact on A frican univeraity 
campuses, hm I feit this was largely supcfficïal,^ Farmer wrote. 
The CQRE leader lokl African audiences thal what MaLcolm 
had really been promoting was a form of apartheid Farmer 1 * 
African safari was, according lo Ja Magazjnt, the Negro 
wteMy, “ïi trial run for the post of assistanl wcrctary of State 
for African AfFairs," Mucb to hts credit, he was critical of 
several aspects of the United States' Africa poltcy and didn't 
gel the job, 

In the case of ihe Congo hc even went so far as to reven!

togistical support for the white mcrccnary army, On the 
olher hand. Farmer COuU be counted on to esetiew cutreme 
al terra tives to thal poltcy.

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PIGS MAKING LAST DITCH STAND: MOVE TO FASCISM 


The fascist pigs of the power structure are striking 
out ’wüdly andovertly as all reacttonarles do when they 
are on the verge of destruction. The reactions of these 
pigs range from charging Black Panther^ with everything 
from conspiracy to murder, The pigs have even com- 
mItted murder in order to frame and Jaü Panthers. 
They began their intensive effort to wipe out the Black 
Panther Party by arresting 21 members of the New 
York Dhapter. Thev charged the National Chairman of 
the Black Panther Party with Inciting the riot at the 
Democratie National Convention in Chïcago* Their latest 
effort has been to murder a brother and arrest eight 
Panthers from the Connecticut chapter for murder and 
conspiracy to commit murder* The fascist FBI for eed 
their way into the Chïcago headquarters of the Black 
Panther Party under the pretext of want in g to capture 
George Sams, George Sams was not there, They busted 
eight Ranchers anyway, iliegaity took equipment and files 
that they had no right to and they stole $3*000 in cash t 
Jcist two days prior to these fascist acts* two members of 
the Black Panther Party were arrested on charges of 
unlawful flight to avoid persecution* Asslstant Pig U.S, 
Attorney Cordon Abbot said that Landon Robert Williams 
and Rory Hithe had been charged in Connecticut with 
kidnapping* murder and “ binding’With such serieus 
charges lodged against them, why were they not under 
arrest in Connecticut? The press made no mention of a 
jail break. It is quite obvious that J. Fdgar Hoover and 
the American Fascist regime is stopping up lts efforts 
to kill off the Vanguard, 

Reports of fascist moves are coming in continuously. 
The Detroit Chapter of the Black Panther Party was 
vamped on and members were arrested, The indianapolis 
Chapter was vamped on and members arrested because 
the Panther s were out in the streers during a rebellion 
telling the people to go home and get off the streets* 
Members of the New Jersey, Oregon and Caltfornia 
Chapters have been under constant attack from the fascist 
regime, ünly weeks ago the Des Moines Chapter of the 
Black Panther Party had its headquarters bombed and 
homes destroyed* When the members of the Des Moines 
Chapter sponsored a rally to raisefunds for their Ereak- 

fast for Children Program* the Fascist pigs of Des 
Moines moved on it and disrupted it* 

Various organizations who have alliances with the Black 
Panther Party are getting vamped on by the American 
fascists, Groups such as SDS* The Young Lords, anti-war 
groups* student groups and just plain people who are op- 
posed to some of Am erica's fascist policies are being 
beaten* gassed* arrested and killed for merely being in 
opposïtion to the status quo. Huey P* Newton is in the 
concemration camp* convicted by a Kangaroe Court 
composed of fascists, Bobby Hutton is dead, murdered 
in cold blood by fascist swine of the Oakland Pollce De¬ 
partment. 

Bklrïdge Cleaver is in exile because the fascist CaL- 
ifornia regime was going to force him back into prison 
and the politica!ly unconscious masses of the people 
weren't matured enough co act against the fascist system 
in defense of Hldridge* 

In San Francisco, the mayor has established a special 
force wlthlit the Pollce Department* whlch they call the 
Tac (Tactical) Squad. Th Is squad is the exact replica 
of 1939*s Gestapo teams, They have taken the iead in 
murdering a 19 year old black youth, Alvert Linthcome, 
They have been the special guardian of the law m San 
Francisco State College* beating and Jailing college stu- 
dents, American Fase is os have employed special "Black 
N igger" forces to do their bidding* such as Ron Karenga's 
US group who murdered Al prent lee "Bunchy" Carter 
John Huggins and John Sa vage, One needs not mention 
the hundreds of people who have been murdered whüe 
trying to gain some freedom witliin the framework of 
American traditkm.

Fébruary 4th is a vefy significant date for the 
pcüfiE^ and hislory of Angola. Over eight years ago 
on thal day an armed strogele was initi&ied by the 
Mom mento Rjpufor de Uhcrtacmy de A ngoit 
(MPLA) whleh marked the beginning-üf-the-end fgr 
t h« öldest and most rapacious co Ion iaI regime on 
ihe African continent, For Angola ns, 5QD years of 
Portuguese lyranny Ivas meant the ertslavement and 
export of over 9 million sou Is, u brutal System of 
forced labor front which few escape, the theft ol 
vast arcas for foreign conccssiuns and a sottler poi>- 
y lat ion now num bering over 400,000, acute infant 
mortalily (6Ö%L s Virtual lack ol medical care, an 
Illïteracy raie of 98%, politica! servitude. and the 
break -up ol traditional social and cultural patterns. 

MPLA's first manifeste, issuftd in December 
1956, surmmSd up the impact of Portuguese rulc as 

follows: The objective of Portuguese exploitation 
and imperialist oppression of the peopfc of Angola 
has been, is, and wilt remain, to oblain the highrct 
PCssible profit . . , The entire eulonial ad ministro live 
apparatus is in the hands of the cokmial state . ,, 
and is disorganized. The cultural values ol Angola 
are crushed and annïhilated. Our history isdistorced 
our slandéred . . . We are humiliated as individuals 
andi as a people , . , The way of life they have been 
forcing us to follow is Iheretore comrary to the 
supreme interests of the people of Angola, contra*y 
to our subsistence, to our liberty, contrary to our 
rapid and full economie progress, to our happiness, 
our bread, tand, peace and culture for al i „ . . Portu 
guese colomalism wilJ not ba deteated without a 
revolutionary sirugglel Thus there is oniy onc wa'j 
for the people of Angola to tree themsclves - Chat 
of the revolutionary struggle.'' 


On the 4th of Fébruary, 19G1. af ter severat years 
of eland estine preperation, the initiaf blow was 
struck. A series of attacks was launched in Luanda, 
Capital Of Angola, aimed primarily at freemg politie- 
al prisoners bemg held in the town's potice stations 
and prison, The fighling soon spread to the najtfi 
where ssmultaneous a tracks were launched by the 
rebels ïn the rural district* of Cöngo,, Cuanza^orte, 
and Ma lange, 

Although massive Porfuguese represftion foltowed 
these early rebel successes, a guerrilla 20 ne wasfirm 
ly «labfiihed in northern Angola, less thgn 190 
miles from Luanda By rnid-1964, despile numerous 
5 e(backs, the MPLA had opened a second front in 
the Ca h in da district, an o i I rich enpiaue to the north 
bordering Congo-Brazzaville, Theij, in May *1966, a 
major break-ihrpugh occurred when a ihird front 
was opened in the eastem district -a*^ 10 *^ Now, 
three years later, MPLA guyrrillas|3ave pushed 350 
miles deep inlo Angola from the e«t and are fighl- 
ing along a 600-müe front, Two new frontt have 
recently been opened in Lunda distfictilo the north 
and Huila in the Southwest, and guerrilla swttï'A» 


operati ii 'g in Bie near the center of the country, 

The strategy of MPLA is 10 force a dispersal of 
PortugaI s 80,000 troof^s while, at the same time. 
mobilizing as much of the population as possiblc. 
Fighting is al present going on in nme of Angola ï 
15 districts and MPLA polilical orgamzers are at 
work in aH the rnaior cities and piamation areas. 
Óver a thïrd of Ango'la's half mïllbn square miles 
has been scmi-liï>erated.

This amendment to a City charter wou ld give co n trol 
of the police to commuaity elected neighborhood coun- 
c i ls so that those whom the pol ice shou ld serve wil] be 
able to set police policy and standards of conduct, 

The amendment provides for community control of the 
poltee by establishing police departments for the major 
communities of any city; the Black community, the pre- 
dominately White area, the Mexican American Com- 
munities, etc., etc, The departments wou ld be separate 
and autonomous* They can by mutual agreement use 
cütumon faciliries. Fach Department will be admïn- 
istered by ful.1 time police commissions, (Not single

The revoufllion of ClcaverM parole il|p|ih heraune no pitroie 
violatie n was cammïlied. 

Thu Adult Authority parole board bas Uted to maiiitain that Cieaver 
violiited his parole by ha ving u rifle in his possession, and by associating 
witli individuate of bad veputation. This contentïon, we will show, is false. 
The Adult Authority version contradicts the Superior Cniirt order itficjf; 

", + , Cleavcr's only hnndUng of si firearm (the rifle) was in obedienee 
to a poiiee command. He did öot handle ft hand gun at all- There was noth~ 
ing one way or the other to show a consplracy or a situatiën calltng for the 
Application of the doctrine of sliding and abetting, Hence, nothïng support- 
ed ei (lier ibe possession of :i lireantl or the assauU charge. 

As lo the charge of ussociation with individuals of bad reputation, the 
report indicated that two or three of those named had "póli» records/' but 
nothing to show whether any had been convicted of aiiythiog, or whether 
Cieaver knew of their arrest record,' 1 (Superior Court et. 137, 138, 140, 
141.) 


Pnrolee denver wan denied dvf [iroTriP of law by heilig dcnied 
opportunity to present hih case, 

Why was Cieaver retiimed to prisOn as a parole violator if document* 
ed evidence tu tl'ie coutrary had been piesented in his defense? To answer 

I that questioit, ono must exumimi the Adult Authority, This board bas the 
right to arbitrarily revoko or suspend parole on any indlvidual. Af the $ame 
time, the Adnlt Authority maintaïns-felsely-that Cieaver has the oppor 
tunjty to dofend himself at a hearing. This is how it wmks: 

"A parolee is stfrved wïth violation charges, is interviewed, is given a 
hearing (before the Adult Authority itself, the chngjng party) at which the 
paiölee may 'plead' to the parole violation charge*, and is aFforded au op- 
portuirity to present his defense.” 

if At the 'hearing' a parol te is -denied the right to COUnsch may nut 
have au independent and itnpartial uffieer to conduct the hearing and make 
decisioiu" [Petition For Hearing in the Supreme Court, p.' 17) 

Kot only does the Adult Authority hold secret hearings, hut it aiso 

I Tcfuses to notify persons nnder its jurisdiction of gs procedures, or ol its 
varïalde dehnitions of wbat constitutes a parole violation, This secrecy and 
vagueness is in direct violation of federal law which reqilires agencles to 
publish their procedures ‘Tor guidance of the public.” 

"Pctitioner (Cieaver) is inmrediatèly and scrionsly prejudiccd hy the 
Aduk Anthority's gulawful rcfiisaJ to pubhdi irs resnlatLons, since he is to 
be imprisoned by virtue of an action which the AdnEt Authority srill sr?eks 
lo garb in this 'veil of secrecy.' (PetiHon for Hearing in the Suprrme Court, 

; p. 12) 

' Ye*, the Adult Authority acted un>u\tly and illcgally. lt> de t ision wüs 

an oudaw deci^ion, Cieaver had no ehante ol obtrhnïilg "justier” from 
these Star Ch.nnber protetdiugs Why theu wuuldn't the U.S, Supreine 
Couit hejr Cleavcr’s case? There are, wc Ih lieve, three rcietm ; why the 
case wasii't accepted, 'Ihe first is that any hnr nuudcd <onrt won hl olnimis' 
ïv base rek-Ltsed Cieaver, thereby setting a precedent. The seuoncl is that 
thoiiLsands of cases of alleged parole violation front uil over Califormu and 
other States wmild be Subkct to reversal Thirdly, the dlegfll functioning of 
ibe Adult Authorüv wou ld conté uiidei ^Etüi-k. The h.S, Supreme Court fust 
üouldn't aflord to consider the Cieaver case during ibis turbulent piniod.

Cieaver is in political exile because a man of his convietions cannot 
get justice here. Indecd, if we are to give more than lip service to the con- 
cepts of frcrxloïo and justice we must support hïm. The w r ork to get him 
discharged from parole imist continue. An intense publicily campaign is 
necessary now to brjng to the public the Icgal defense and arguments 
which were earried to the eourts with no satisfaction, We must all work I 
together to focus attention of this case, 1'his is not an issue of one man's ■ 
ireedom, but a btoud stiniggle whkh affinns the rïght of all of us to Npeak 
out politically in this country. If Cieaver i$ not allowed his heedntn, it h 
just a matter of time mitiï all our frcetloms are further reduced. His is not a 
personul stniggle but a political one.
